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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of . 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claim 1 recites, "...right side filtering with only positive chirp..." and "...left side 
filtering with only negative chirp." Chirped is produce by applying bias to the branch of 
optical modulator (see paragraph [0014]). On paragraph [0034] of the specification 
applicant indicates, "The modulators have alternating positive or negative chirp and are 
connected to a multiplexer". The disclosure as originally filled does not recite "only 
positive chirp" or "only negative chirp". Therefore, based on this, the claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented 
and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bigo et al, "5.12 Tbitys (128x40 Gbib/s WDM) transmission over 3x100 km of TeraLight 
Fibre", (herein after referred to as "Bigo et al"). 

Regarding claim 1 (as far as understood in view of the 112 rejection), Bigo et al 
disclose method for modulating a NRZ nonreturn to zero (NRZ) signal transmitted to a 
receiver utilizing alternating left side and right side filtering for adjacent channels 
having alternating channel spacing (see Fig. 1 for left-side filtering and right side 
filtering), the method comprising: 

modulating channels which are to be subjected to the right side filtering using a 
modulator (in Fig. 2, Bigo et al show modulator (M-Z), on the upper portion, for 
modulating the right side); and 

modulating channels which are to be subjected to the left side filtering 
using a modulator (in Fig. 2, Bigo et al show modulator (M-Z), on the lower portion, for 
modulating the right side). 

The signal generated by the system of Bigo shown in Fig. 2 provides left-side 
filtering and right-side filtering. This indicates that the prior art element performs the 
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identical function specified in the claim in substantially the same way, and produces 
substantially the same results as the corresponding element discloses in the 
specification. This is a Prima Facie case of equivalence. Based on this, it would have 
been obvious that such result is obtained by providing positive or negative chirp. 

Regarding claim 2, in Fig. 1, Bigo et al show that the central frequencies of two 
consecutive filters, whether left-side or right-side, are equidistant in the frequency 
domain (see also 1 st page, 2 nd column, lines 1-12 and see Fig. 5). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3-5 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 17 January 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

On page 5 of the remarks, applicant indicates that claim 1 requires a receiver. 
However, such limitation is not found in the body of claim 1, but merely in preamble of 
the claim and therefore has not been given patentable weight. A preamble is generally 
not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or 
the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on 
the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations 
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are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and 
Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951).
